No Heresy Trial 


/T*HE Presbytery of New York showed itself very deft 
i J. in dismissing the accusation of heresy directed against 
the Bev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick. The fight against 
Dr. Fosdick was led by Dr. John Robertson, a Scotch Pres- 
byterian of the straitest sect who rose lo defend the Wusl- j 
minster Confession of Faith. 


Dr. Robertson is seventy years old, but he has been the 


minister of important churches and an evangelist of note. ' 
The conflict accordingly was between the school of thot 
which produced such men as the late Dwight L. Moody arid 
the theolojgy of this generation. The sentiment among the 
New York ministers was so clear that Dr. Fosdick's accuser 
immediately announced his decision to leave the Presby- 
terian-Church and to become an Episcopalian. 


The direct issne on the main question was never reach- 


ed. It was possible to dispose of Dr. Robertson's accusa- j 
tion on technical constitutional grounds. The question was 
thus closed obliquely so far as the New York Presbytery is 
concerned. The method chosen was undoubtedly ex- 
pedient, since it is hard to see what profit the churches can 
expect to derive from heresy trials.
